never  lost  any  more  than  the  twelve  trilx-s 
were  lost.  Dr"  Bom  a r told  of  a pastor  in 
North  Carolina  who  was  the  pastor,  in 
four  churches,  of  939  members]  whose  con- 
tributions to  Missions  amounted  to  the 
shamefully  small  sum  of  $2  50.  This 
preacher  had  sjxnt  all  his  time  in  contend- 
ing for  those  truths  that  arc  never  doubted, 
lea\  ing  off  the  great  doctrine  of  Missions— 
this  he  ought  to  have  done  and  not  to  have 
left  the  other  undone.  Paul  tells  of  his  fel- 
low workers,  and  thirteen  of  them  were 
women,  which  teaches  that  all  of  us  are  to 
lie  workers  in  His  name — the  old  and  the 
young.  A boy  ten  years  of  age  is  to  be 
taught  his  duty  to  give  his  money  and  bin 
time  and  talents  to  the  service  of  Christ. 

\Vc  need  to  give  a good  deal  of  time  to 
explaining  the  work  of  the  Boards.  Peo- 
ple are  sometimes  scared  of  boards,  and  it 
only  takes  a little  patience  and  informa- 
tion, and  all  people  will  follow,  along  in  the 
work.  A little  common  sense  in  all  our 
Work  will  clear  out  all  the  cobwebs.  The 
e.\|X‘rimental  stage  has  Inch  passed  long 
ago.  When  Carey  went  todturmah  it  was 
an  experiment  as  to  whether  he  could  stay 
or  whether  the  people  would  come  to  hear 
him  or  not.  But  we  have  kjotten  beyond 
all  this  now.  We  have  striick  terra  firma. 
This  is  a- time  of  great  opportunity.  The 
Mission  churches  are  thcipselves  sending 
out  missionaries,  which  i*  the  entrance 
upon  that  other  era,  the  erp  of  evangeliza- 
tion. We  have  theological  training  schools 
in  several  of  our  Mission  fields,  whose  pur- 
pose is  the  training  of  j-oung  men  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  men  and  women  in  their  na- 
tive tongue,  which  will  give  us  in  the 
course  of  a few  years  not  only  self-support- 
ing but  ; self-propagating  missions.  In  a 
few  more,  weeks  now  a man  can  get  on  the 
Paris  and  Pekin  (China)  Cannonball  Lim- 
ited and  go  all  the  way  through  without 
stopping  We  can  go  up  and  down  Africa 
and  all  over  the  world  on  the  railroads  in 
a few  years,  in  all  of  which  God  is  opening 
the  world  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

I got  my  Foreign  Mission  experience  after 
1 became  a pastor.  I used  to  take  an  "an- 
nual collection.”  and  just  let  it  run  and 
take  its  chances.  Sometimes  we  got  S2.*» 
and  sometimes  more.  Theijc  was  no  heart 
in  the  matter.  But  when  a man  sees  the 
world  lost  in  sin  and  Christ  diving  for  it, 
and  his  obligation  to  it,  he  will  get  an  ex- 
perience of  Missions  that  will  open  his 
heart  and  purse  that  he  shall  never  forget. 

Bro.  Bacon  objects,  in  a vigorous  speech, 
to  n phrase  in  the  report,  jfthe  overshad- 
owing obligation  in  our  Missionary  enter- 
prise is  foreign.”
